To Handle 
Fireworks 


(Note: The following article was 
adopted by the members of Up- 


land Post 73, The American T.e- 
gion, at its last meeting, April 


18, 1951, and a motion was made 
to place copies of the same with 
the local newspaper.) 

Upland Post 73, The American 
Legion, regretfully announces that 
it will be unable to underwrite 
the Fourth of July fireworks cele- 
bration this year. 

Since current funds had been 
previously allotted to other pro- 
grams and charities, the post was 
dependent on its annual carnival 
Sponsorship for the major portion 
of the sum mandatory in under- 
writing the cost of the fireworks. 

However, the Upland city coun- 
cil did not see fit to cooperate 
with the veterans this year, re- 
fusing the usual waiver of the li- 
cense fee which has been the 
policy for many years and which 
is the usual action taken for vet- 
erans and = charitable organiza- 
tions in most communities. 

Without the waiver of the li- 
cense fee it would be improbable, 
in fact impossible, for the Legion 
to derive from the carnival funds 
sufficient for the Fourth of July 
celebration. 

The Upland Legion post has 
been the only organization with 
but few exceptions which has re- 
quested waiver of this license over 
the years and as a result feels 
the action taken by the council 
is discriminatory regardless of the 
reasons given for the sudden 
change in policy. 

The members of the post feel 
that the community as a whole 
and more particularly its younger 
element are the losers in not hav- 
ing the fireworks display on the 
Fourth of July, and hope that 
some other organization is finan- 
cially able to continue the prac- 
tice.
